Through comparison, 
Mr. Keith ex­ 
plained tho prevalent savage condi­ 
tions of those times and showed the 
hardships Stedm an had to endure to 
survive.

Stedman w*as a man

relations 
of 
amity between them. 
Acquired Little Money 
According to Mr. Keith, the second 
settlement In this territory came in 
1726 and 
in 
sixteen 
or seventeen 
years later there appeared an influx 
of 
Scotch-lrish. 
Some 
interesting 
notes were cited of Stedm an's prop­ 
erty sale after his death, indicating 
the low* cost of living in that time. 
The entiie property wealth of S ted­ 
man at his death was approximately 
23 pounds, three shillings.

When the Gettysburg and Hanover 
I companies arrived in New Oxford, the 
garage was beyond saving and the fire 
had communicated with the garage of 
Mr. Slaybaugh on one side and the 
j poolroom on the first floor of the Park 
j hotel on the other. 
Keep Fire In Check 
By diligent work on the part of the 
firemen, the flames in the poolroom of 
the hotel were kept from spreading to 
other parts of the hotel, which is a 
three-story brick building, recently re­ 
modelled. 
So quickly did the flames envelop 
the Center Square garage and that 
I of Hr. Slaybaugh, adjacent, that it 
(was impossible to run out any of the 
I machines stored there. 
Reports were 
'current in New Oxford that between 
13 and 15 cars were destroyed in the 
I Center Square garage, but from re­ 
liable sources it is learned that the 
number was ten. 
The total number 
of machines lost in the fire was twelve. 
Charles Myers is proprietor of the 
garage. 
J. F. Rider, owner and pro­ 
prietor of the Park Hotel, is the owner 
of the garage building. 
The fire was discovered by three 
Wrightsville hunters on their way to 
the South Mountains for the opening 
of the deer hunting season. 
These 
men, whose names were not learned, 
notified Mr. Rider, proprietor of the 
Park hotel, who turned in the alarm. 
Gained Headway 
When the blaze was first discovered, 
the flames had eaten their way into 
the frame garage structure and it was 
impossible to save the building or re­ 
move any of its contents, and efforts 
of the New Oxford firemen were di­ 
rected to the saving of adjoining and 
nearby properties. 
A stiff wind was blowing from the 
west at the time, carrying sparks from 
the burning garage to the garage of 
Mr. Slaybaugh, where two machines 
were consumed, and onto the roof of 
the Livingston building. 
Had the 


wind been from the north or east, 
the Park hotel would likely have fall­ 
en prey to the flames; as it was, how­ 
ever, only that portion of the hotel 
adjoining the garage was damaged by 
the Harass. 
This was the section of 
the hotel in which the poolroom was 
located. 
Firemen played stream* of water 
on the home of Charles Slaybaugh. 
next door to the Livingston building, 
and saved that residence 
from 
de­ 
struction. 
I vocal Firemen Help 
To the Gettysburg company goes 
the credit, according to residents of 
New Oxford, of bringing the flames 
in the Livingston building under con­ 
trol. 
This was made possible, how­ 
ever. by the fact that neither of the 
Hanover pumper* was able to connect 


with the fire plugs in New Oxford, 
forcing them to draw their water sup­ 
ply from nearby wells, 
several 
of 
which were pumped dry. 
From several different source* in 
New' Oxford this morning, 
it 
was 
learned that Mr. Myers, proprietor of 
the garage, in which the fire started, 
had an altercation Sunday evening 
with a man from Yovk. 
The Yorker, 
it is said, was under the influence of 
liquor, and Mr. Myers is reported to 
have evicted him from the garage. 
The local state police have been 
notified of this occurrence arni are in­ 
vestigating. 
The name of the York 
man is known, it is stated, and he will i 
be questioned concerning his move- 1 
ments after leaving the garage. 
Hot Coffee Served 
The northwest wind 
w'hioh 
was 
blowing a t 
the 
time of 
the fire 
brought occasional snow flurries with 
it, adding greatly to the discomforts 
of the fire fighters. 
While the fire 
was raging, the thermometer hovered 
between zero and the freezing point. 
Hot coffee and sandwiches were served 
the firemen during their battle to gain 
ascendency over the flames, and helped 
to relieve the discomfort of the volun­ 
teers. 
The Gettysburg fire engine and its 
•row returned to Gettysburg shortly 
after 9 o’clock this morning, having 
been at the scene of the fire almost 
five hours. 
The fire w?as the most destructive in 
the history of New Oxford, and tho 
larg est in the last five years, a fire 
in which three stables were destroyed 
several years ago being the most re­ 
cent damaging conflagration.

now have carried his: spirit to us, to 
listen to the honor being paid to him. 
I know, could he hear, he would be 
vitally interested in the citation of 
deeds and some of the fa its concern­ 
ing his m other country of Sweden.” 
Stedm an H ad G reat Courage 
His Excellency then gave a brief 
summary of Sweden in the tim e of 
Stedm an, saying that her dominance 
then was due to her ideals 
and ad­ 
vancement. 
He co rn ere d those char­ 
acteristics 
with 
those of Stedm an, 
saying that Steel man’s 
success and 
courage 
were 
outgrowth* 
of 
his 
country’s life then. 
“ Had Stedm an liven! in Sweden he 
would probably have been a w arrior 
to die gloriously, though unknown, on 
some European field of battle.
